An even two hundred proposed laws 


now adorn the house roster of bills. 
Fourteen new ones were dropped into 
the hopper at the Saturday morning 
session. Elsasser of Douglas intro- 
duced an amendment to the anti- 
picketing bill that softens the rigors 
of the present statute. 


Under the law as it now stands it 


is an offense for any person to induce 
or influence another to quit employ- 
ment, which, in effect, means that a 
striker must not try to talk a strike- 
breaker into getting off the job. 


Under the proposed law these words 


are stricken out and the words "in- 
timidate or coerce" substituted. This 
means that a striker must be circum- 
spect in his language when he talks 
to a strikebreaker, in that if he starts 
to make threats or use rough talk he 
makes himself amenable to the law. 


Mears introduced a series of bills 


requiring railroads to furnish proper 
sheds and watering facilities at all 
loading pens and to make them stop 
trains carrying livestock 
caretakers 


at the South Omaha depot.

the only known device by which one 


With the beginning of Freud and his 


school of psycho-analyists, we have 
learned of the "subconscious mind, but 
only as a reservoir' for a debris of 
thoughts and emotions which we were 
taught were dominated by the will 
power. 
In other words, the sub- 


conscious mind was the tool of our 
wills, and since Freud used psychology 
only as a means of investigating the 
mind, it was left for Professor Coue 
to employ applied psychology to the 
advancement of health and morals. 


Tho we have known for years that 


It was the subconscious mind which 
governed the body, we have been able 
to put that knowledge to little prac- 
tical use. in the restoring of health 
because we erroneously believed-it to 
be subject to the orders of the will. 
Will makes the resistance, nerves and 
usually a broken down body if it can- 
not be linked up with the imagination. 


Coue is the first to tell us that the 


•will is essentially a quality of the 
conscious mind and if we would avail 
ourselves of the incalculable force and 
power of the subconscious mind, we 
must call up to our aid the imagina- 
tion, which is the door-keeper of the 
subconscious mind as well as the first 
faculty of man. 


This leads to the necessity of revis- 


ing our former ideas regarding the 
efficacy of -will and learning to use a 
power long dormant within us, the 
imagination. 
Kot that Coue's new 


school of thought under-estlmates the 
value of the will power, but shows 
that when it is in conflict with the 
Imagination it is the latter that In- 
variably wins out We can never at- 


tain or accomplish that which we can- j 
not conceive of. A thing well cou- 
ceived 
is 
half 
done, because 
tho ( 


imagination carries 
the conception 


thru the 
various mental processes 


until it is translated iuto a bodily 
condition if it is a conception regard- 
ing health; or into an achievement if 
it it a conception regarding action. 


No one ever succeeded who did not 


accidentally or otherwise achieve a 
harmonious working between his will 
power and his Imagination. The great 
men of history have vividly conceived 
of what they wanted to do and have 
applied their wills to the doing of it. 
As long as the two worked together, 
the result was- assurud. 


Lord Northcliffe's imagination led 


him thru all his journalistic career; 
his conceptions were carried out be- 
cause his will power seconded his 
Imagination. 
Henry Ford conceived 


of a universal car and his will power 
said "Amen" to the project. 
But let 


us take the man who falls—the man 
who wanted to be a landscape painter 
but was forced to go into the whole- 
sale plumbing business. If his imagin- 
ation cannot transfer itself from the 
art of landscape painting to the future 
possibilities of his plumbing business, 
he is lost. No amount of will is go- 
ing to make him a success in plumbing 
without his imagination. On the other 
hand, his will power, in an added 
effort to work without the sanction of 
his imagination and against 
unsur- 


monntable odds, will break his health 
and. often his morale. 


This'fundamental truth is expressed 


by the apostle Paul when he said: 
"The good which 1 would do I cannot, 
and the evil which I would not do, 
that I do." His imagination at that 
moment of his development conceived 
only of the evil which his reformed 
heart willed to put behind him, but 
which became a reality, in spite of 
his will power because his imagination 
had so vividly conceived of it. 


In order to the better understand 


our two minds and their respective 
faculties, let us imagine them as two 
elevators, installed after the old sys- 
tem of one balancing the other. Only 
one mind can dominate us, be'it the 
conscious or the subconscious mind. 
The greater height the one mounts the 
greater depth the other descends. If 
we call upon our will power, our rea- 
son, our faculty for analysis—all facul- 
ties of the conscious mind, our sub- 
conscious mind is naturally completely 
submerged. Only when we put aside 
all the 
faculties of the 
conscious 


mind can we call up our imagination 
which is the ruler of the subconscious. 


This latter mind, the subconscious, 


is very conscientious but most ignor- 
ant. It will carry out any order which 
you give it, good or bad, but it waits 
for the order. It also counts on the 
conscious mind to supply it with the 
image of the desired state which you 
hope to attain. If you cannot conceive 
of yourself without your pain or with 
your diseased organ healed, your sub- 
conscious can never realize it. 


Coue's idea of a person working only 


on their reserve strength has helped 
many a business man to obtain a new 
grip upon himself. He said that man 
is like a reservoir with an Inlet and 
an outlet, the former for filling the 
reservoir and the latter for emptying 
it if left open or for holding the con- 


tents if closed. 
Normally the outku 


should bo kept closed, and iM"'UiuK 
that tin- patient is not aeuemic or 
otherwise 
affected, 
only 
when tlu- 


reservoir runs over should wo use it< 
contents. 
Other 
conditions 
bein'-r 


equal, the overflow should be suffi- 
cient to run us. We should use our 
surplus and never our reserve: bpend 
our income and not our capital. 


Any work should be approached 


with the idea that it is easy, provid'nt 
it is possible, and once your sub- 
conscious mind accepts the fact that 
it is easy, It becomes so. 
The mo- 


ment you feel that the task is too 
great for you, you open up the outlm 
of your reservoir, pouriug out your 
reserve strength, with the natural 
consequences that you wear yourself 
out and usually do just the contraiv 
to that which you set out to di/ be- 
cause you call UP your will to help 
you.Every business man will discover 
upon splf-analysis that he has been 
hobbling along by means of mental 
crutches which he has built up about 
himself as props against 
supposed 


weaknesses. The necessity for these 
mental 
supports exist 
only in his 


mind, because he has been telling 
himself for yeais that there are cei- 
tain things which are difficult for him 
to do—for instance, Ins memory is 
poor, he has no faculty tor details, 
that he has such and such handicaps. 
From long use these mental crutches 
have become necessary because his 
mind does not believe it can stand by 
itself. 
Take the man who has no mind for 


details—the man who negligence in 
small things keeps him from success, 
and yet who tells himself that Ur 
cannot be bothered with details. 
He 


leaves such things to his stenographer 
and to his wife. 
That man should 


plan out his day's work the evening 
before, making first a list of the things 
he wishes to do, and putting them 
down in sequence of time. From that 
list he should draw a mental picture 
of himself going thru the day's work- 
Suppose he has a neighbor's rake lie 
must return on his way to the morn- 
ing train. He wants to ask the station 
man about the new train schedule- 
he has been intending to do that for 
ten days but he can never remember 
to do it. The first thing upon arriving 
at the office he must get off a tele- 
gram. At 11 o'clock he must phone 
his wife. He should visualize in de- 
tail himself taking both the rake to 
the neighbor, asking about the train 
schedule, sending the telegram. And 
at 11 o'clock he will find himself going 
to the phone. His conscious mind may 
ask him why he went to the phone at 
that hour, but he will remember that 
he was to phone his wife at 11. 


It is more than memorizing a "list 


of tilings or so many word's on a piece 
of paper. 
It is the building up of a 


set of images that so possess %ou that 
you cannot escape them. 
Your sub- 


conscious mind will soon learn to pre- 
sent >ou those images at the proper 
time and place, so that without effort 
you will find that you have developed 
a mind for details and that you are 
now a 
master to your limitations 


where you were once a slave.

Beset on one hand by a group of in- 


terests which demards the undoing of 
the work congress felt necessary two 
years ago, and on the other by a class 
which, while reetrictionist, begs for a 
new kind of restriction, the innate con- 
servatism of the body will dictate con- 
tinued intensive study of the problem 
and no action this session. 


For the present year, then, if this 


course is followed, industry

Queer Things Happen in Radio. 


Many times when you are listening 


in with your receiving set something 
will happen that will make you think 
one of your connections has come 
loose or your battery has gone" dead 
or your aerial has broken down and 
you will jump up to make a hurried 
search for the trouble -when, before 
you can even touch the set, the signals 
will come in perfectly once more. With 
certain types of cou^prts this will hap- 
pen quite frequently and it is usually 
a great puzzle to the listeners in. 


But the trouble is not, in the receiv- 


ing apparatus. It is at the transmitting 
station.

Dr. 
Goris Believes 
Tuberculosis 


Microbe Is Caused by a Species 


of Plant Life. 


PARIS, (By Mail)—Dr. Gons, pro- 


fessor of the school of pharmacy of 
Paris, takes his life in his hands every 
day in* his endeavors to solve the rid- 
dle of the deadly microbe. 
What 
is 
this • infinistesmal sub- 


stance which is now recognized as the 
basis of disease? Is it an. animal? Is 
it a plant? What is its chemical con- 
stitution? 
These are the questions 


which Dr. Goris is trying to answer 
definitely and his task exposes him to 
as much danger as any soldier ever 
faced on the battlefield. 


Dr. Goris is an expert in the chemi- 


cal analysis of plants. 'Believing that 
chemistry would enable him to delve 
deep into the mysteries of microbiol- 
ogy, 
he has devoted many years to 


the study of the chemical composition 
of the microbe, specialising on one 
which has been so disastrous for the 
human race—the microbe of tubercu- 
losis. The lack of precise knowledge 
of the exact composition of this mi- 
crobe is responsible for the failure so 
far of all efforts to discover a method 
of killing it in the human organism. 


T. B. Microbe. - 


Several American, Japanese and 


German bacteriologists have shown 
that the Koch bacillus, or tuberculosis 
microbe, contains special substances 
such as wax, acids, cellulose and min- 
eral elements rich in phosphorus, soda 
chalk and magnesium, as well as ac- 
tive toxic elements. 


Dr. Goris witnessed some experi- 


ments with Koch bacilli at the Pas- 
teur institute and immediately came 
to the conclusion that they displayed 
all the characteristics 
of plant life. 


His subsequent experiments lead him 
'to what he believes is scientific con- 
firmation of that theory. 
j» 


How does this latterday alchemist 


analyze , dissect, these 
substances 


which are so small as to be, invisible 
except under a powerful microscope? 
He begins by spreading the bacilli on 
a ground of glycerine, then taking 
small portions of it and putting them 
into hermetically sealed glass balloons 
which he maintains for three weeks 
in a room at a high temperature- 


So far he has been accustomed to 


experiment with three hundred such 
balloons. After a period of about a 
year, during which he has to kill th€" 
microbes by exposing them to a tem- 
perature of 120 degrees Centigrade, 
washing them and drying the residue, 
he arrives at the most perilous stage 
of his work. • 
He takes this mass of dead mi- 


crobes, steeps it in ice cold water and 
filters It In spite of all the precau- 
tions adopted, this part of the scien- 
tists work causes crisis of asphyxia- 
tion, heavy fevers, nervous distur- 
bances to everybody who takes part in 
it.

true when the law gives the budget the advantage m 
that to overturn its recommendations three-fifths or 
the membership of each house are required. The only 
remedy, however, would seem to be for the newly- 
elected governor to start in making it just as- soon as 
he was Insured of his position since if the house com- 
mlttee on appropriations does not have the budget 
early it cannot get the bill in shape until ,'ate to the 
session, when the legislators cannot give it real 
consideration. 
• 


Whatever mistakes such haste on the part of the 


governor leads to can doubtless be corrected as later 
and more accurate Information reaches him. . One 
puzzling statement in his message is to the effect that 
the railway commission has lost its power over rates 
and, therefore, does not need as much money as 
before The commission lost its power over rates early 
in the'war, when the government took charge, but this 
was restored in due time. The Esch-Cummins act-cast 
some doubt on the question of complete restoration, but 
later the conflict between the federal and state com- 
missions was ironed out. For a long time the commis- 
sion has been issuing orders that the railroads, almost 
without exception, obeyed without appeal, and without 
disputing its authority. 


So far as effectiveness is concerned, the commission 


has as much influence over rates as' It ever had. The 
interstate commerce commission mates no- claim to 
authority over intrastate rates. What has led to con- 
fusion in the minds of many is that the interstate 
commerce commission has issued orders to railroads 
that they must not charge intrastate rates that are 
discriminatory when interstate rates are involved, it 
had been doing that for years before the war, ever 
since the Shreveport decision of the federal supreme 
court, which gave the I. C. C. that power. 
Under 


instructions of the federal court it has adopted a new 
policy, that of consulting the state commissions before 
issuing, such orders.

The fact that the legislature must act on the gov- 


ernor's budget means we must wait until the next tax 
receipt becomes visible before cheering very mucn. 
Governor Bryan does not appear to have done as ttie 
republicans expected, slashed all along the line, regard- 
Jess of adequacy of appropriations, with the intention 
ot passing the buck on increases to the republican 
legislature. His own figures, however, do not justify 
hops of any great reduction in direct taxation. It has 
been apparent to all students of state affairs that there- 
is but one way to materially reduce taxes and that j 
is to eliminate some of the activities. Mr. Bryan has 
done this in a number of instances. They but slightly 
reduce direct taxes. The reason is that the state has 
gqt hold of a big bear's tail and cannot let go. 


We cannot close the university and the norma. 


schools nor any of the state institutions, nor cease 
executive department .functions. These constitute the 
biggest part of our state taxes. Many of the code 
departments are more than self-supporting, because of 
fees collected, and eliminating them does not decrease 
direct taxation. Its only effect is to relieve those who 
pay the fees. 
Similarly the reduction of the auto 


license tax will - not affect the amount' on our tax 
receipts, but will relieve" those who own cars. .The 


.reduction there will merely affect the amount available 


for road maintenance. 
The legislature is considering 


several new ways of raising revenue, and if it applies 
the added money to current expens.es insteady of speno- 
ing it for new agencies, the tax receipt will show the 


-result. 


Russia wants to know what the French mean by 


invading Germany. The government has sent a note 
of inquiry to that effect. 
The government ought to 


read the newspapers, and keep posted. The French 
have been maintaining a great army within their borders 
for" the purpose of overawing' the Germans, whom they 
suspect of hiding out cash on them. They have moved 
a part of th|a army into German territory. That is 
•what may be expected of a nation that has a big army, 
that it will use it at the first provocation. 


Editors who had a notion to move over into Kansas 


because the last two governors and one of the senators 
belong to that profession would do well to pause and 
examine the last election returns.' A third editor who 
is said to be smarter than either of the other three 
was beaten by a man representing the well known 
dirt fanner,class, and he was the only republican thus 
treated on the state ticket Here In Nebraska an 
editor bas just finished a four years' term as governor 
.and another has just.rounded out the same number of 
years as lieutenant governor, while another editor Is 
now seated on the gubernatorial throne. The tact that 
McKelvie and Bryan are better publishers than editors 
will not be allowed to mar the story. A former editor 
has just finished four years as secretary of state ana 
has been succeeded by another former editor. Another 
former editor has just Quit the treasurer's office, ana 
two former editors are on the railway commission.
